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The martyrdome Ws 
tiſh man boꝛne, inthe Pariſh of Strood,fine 
miles from Graueſend, where his father bee- 
ing a farmer and a man ok good account now 
ſiuech, called John Wiilia ens. Mot long nice, 


_ this Thomas willi uus breing deſirous to 


trauatle into the lowe Coantries, got his fa- 
thers good will that he might go euer to Ko 
terdam, where to ſpend the time of his abode 
hee ſerued in the ſtate ofa ſouldier. From 
whence travelling vppon lone occaſion to- 
wards Dunkerke, he was fodenly taken and 
bought to the towne; and fz that hee was 
zuo wen to be an Eugliſhman, he was pꝛeſent 
iptommitted to pꝛiſou, where hauing remap⸗ 
ned thꝛee daies he was bꝛoght betoze the go- 
uernonr, and ſtraightip examined what hee 
was and to what end he came ouer: Whereto 
he directly aunſwered. Then they etamined 
him touching his belele and other deep points 
in religion. To the whieh hee anlwered them 
beriemildlp, that hee belecued in God, who 
treated him, and in Chit Jeſus who redee⸗ 
med hun, and that by him hee was aſſured to 
haue euerlaſting life, Then they demanded 
what he thought concerning the holy ſaints, 
their images, and other holy reliques which 
they haue in their Churcheg. us he reto he an⸗ 
ſwered, that he could ſaie little, foʒ that he ne⸗ 
uer ſawe them. Where vpon he was conuaied 
to the Church, and traixhtiy charged to 2

' ſhip and fall downzkef9tethein; which in aup 
wile he would not do, but in det ance ot them 
and to pꝛoue that they were but z dolles her 
ſtepped to their wooden God viotentiꝰ rent 
d waie one ot his armes, and there wichal de⸗ 
clared vnto them, that he was commanded by 
the woꝛd of God to wozlhippe none but the li⸗ 
ung God / loꝛaſmuch as he ſawe that theyꝛ 
God was made with mens hands of ones 
and bloctzes, he would not honour it at all foꝛ 
in ſo doing he ſhoulde giue hun that which is 


pꝛoper to none but to Gb. 
peere withall the cruell Officers. auer⸗ 
tome with ire, connaied him vacke againe to 


ff by the anckles; 
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and alter that his bodie to be burned vntill it 
were conſumed to aches, which was perfez⸗ 
med with all extremitie: neuertheles he was 
no whit damaied thereat; but had as checre⸗ 
full a countenante as anie man might, aping 
that he rather deltred to die in Chziſts cauſe, 
than to liue aud bee beloue d ok thoſe wha are 
the znowen enimies ol Chi his truth, ad- 
ding therete, that whoſoener denieth Chꝛiſt 
before men, he will denie them beſvze his fa- 
tzet which in is heauen. Thus was he cõuai⸗ 
d to pꝛiſon, and on the moꝛrow after bzoght 
foꝛth byſouldierg into the market place, be- 
oꝛe the gouernour ofthe ſayd Towne, where 
- afcaffolde was ready pꝛepared foꝛ his erecu- 
tion, and a great Lampe lighted whetewith 
io burne ol his t gyt hand; which mas pꝛo⸗ 
longed by tatzing the — the fire, and 
puthugit.tooagamimore urs bytheclock, 
Eat the 5 ,. then to che 
ezaand alk er tc \:tohotchand. Thus 
Tinh hand beeing burn öff. Hee was de⸗ 
manded Whether he would cecant ox not, but 
he anſwered, that the mo2e ertreainely they 
vſed him, the leſſe paine he feilt tongh Gods 
alliſtance, which woꝛdes — of the 
beholders to thinke that he telt but litle pain, 
by reaſon hee looked with a moſt cheer ekull 
dtountenante then was he tarried back again 
to * and 5 next daie hee was wr 
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of Thomas Williams. 
kooꝛth and in the ſame manner had his lefte 
hand alſo burned off. On þ third date achaire 
was fired on the ſtage, and the ſaid: Thomas 
Williams bꝛought thether again and let on yp 
ſame, where one ot his fcet was burned with - 
the Lampe then carried to pꝛiſon betweene 
two ſouldierg. On tbe fourth and laſt daie he 
was bꝛought againe to the ſame place, where 
ſeeing many Engiiſhinen to bee his perſecu- 
tozs, wi J * abend: I fore F nt; 2. miſn 1 
him great maintenance: he replied, that they 
were vngodly perſons, traitoꝛs and faithles 
boch to their Pꝛince and Countrie: Oh ( ſayd 
he ) iny faithleſſe Couutrie men, vou that ſo 
greedily haue ſought after my death, and pꝛo⸗ 
curedthis my extreame toꝛture (to pour ſee⸗ 
ming) and pet to me moze ſweete than life, 
vou that dailie rob Gad of his honour „ re- 
member howe wickedlie you haue dealt with 
many of your Countrie men, J wiſhe you to 
repent your wickednes, and koꝛſake pour ido⸗ 
latrous waies, foꝛ God will ſeuerely puniſh 
vou and pours foꝛ the ſame. And as hee was 
ſpeaking farther, hee was interrupted, and 
thereupon hts toes were put info the flame, 
and his fo9te in foure houres ſpace burned 
cleane off. Whereupon being readie to be re⸗ 
turned back againe td pꝛiſon, an Engliſh cap- 
tame hauing charged a dagge with a_bvut- 
let and white pouder, ſodainly diſcharged 5 
, an

and ſhot him thꝛough the heart fo that hee fell 
dowune dead, cioling the ſtumps ot his armeg 
together. in ſigne t hat hee truſted in Chziſte 
Jeſus. And thus by this meanes hee was re⸗ 
lealed fremthe tonnents vnhich la ſtly yu 
pon hun.
